Paris from June 30 to July 6. 
It included several of his recom- 
mendations, as expressed at the 
closing session of the confer- 
ence. 

His recommendation, the rab- 
bi explained, was that the open- 
ing exercises of the Hebrew Un- 
ion graduate school in Jerusa- 
lem and the contemplated pilot 
Liberal Jewish congregation, pos- 
sibly in Haifa, be timed for the 
10th International Conference of 
the World Union for Progressive 
Judaism, if possible, to be held 
in Jerusalem. 

The interview was held at the 
Dan hotel in Tel Aviv, and the 
report, says Dr. Weitz, was car- 
ried fully and accumately in the 
Jerusalem Post and other pub- 
lications in Hebrew, Hungarian, 
and German. He singles out one 
publication, Hatzofeh, as the 
source of misunderstanding; and 
he categorically denies making 
the statement about Dr. Glueck.

IN A STATEMENT released 
recently, Ahmed Balafrej, the 
secretary-general of the Moroc- 
can Istiqlai Party, said that 
“there is no justification for the 
fears that in an independent 
Morocco Jews would suffer from 
discrimination in’ any form.” 

He assured Moroccan Jews 
that they would be _ citizens 
equal both in law and in fact 
with Moslems. They would en- 
joy the same rights and would 
be under the same obligations. 
Their religious liberty would be 
unimpaired. 

The statement, released in 
New York, was issued, accord- 
ing to Balafrej, in answer to 
“an attempt to discredit the na- 
tional movement of Morocco. on 
the part of Frencn colonial cir- 
cles who have accused the Mos- 
lem population of anti-Semitic 
sentiments toward Jews.”

Revamped Indianapolis Plan 
To Get Tryout This Autumn 


INDIANAPOLIS (JP)—A modified approach will be attempted this fall in Indianapolis’ con- 
tinuing experiment into the feasibility of a public school program to emphasize moral, ethical and 
spiritual values without infringing the principle of separation of church and state or teaching about 


The experiment—sometimes referred to as the Indianapolis plan—was interrupted in January 





he regarded as an experiment 
to see if leaders of various re- 
ligious faiths could draw up a 
program that would be comon 
to all faiths. But in so doing, 
Rabbi Greenfeld made clear that 
even if such a program could be 
drawn up, he still reserved judg- 
ment as to the desirability of us- 
ing-it in the schools. 


KISER STATED that the rab- 
bi felt there was quite a distinc- 
tion between drawing up a theo- 
retical program to which all re- 
ligious faiths could agree and in 
actually administering such a 
program by teachers in the 
schools. without bias, conscious 
or unconscious, Furthermore, 
Kiser added, Rabbi Greenfeld 
questioned whether this wasn’t 
an infringement of the constitu- 


church and state. It was on this 
basis that the rabbi participated 
in the committee. 


The end results of this pro- 
cess were three study outlines 
for junior high school grades: 


(1) “Spiritual Ideas Held in 
Common;”. (2) “Our Religious 
Heritage,” and (3) “Religious 


Influences in the Development 
of Liberty.” “Spiritual Ideas 
Held in Common” was prepared 
solely by the clergymen’s com- 
mittee, while the latter two out- 
lines were prepared entirely by 
the school staff without consul- 
tation with the committee. 


The school board’s attorney 
ruled the first came too close to 
“teaching and advocating religi- 
ous doctrine and beliefs” and as 
such was probably unconstitu- 
tional. Though he approved the 
second and third outlines, he 
implied his approval] rested on 
the assumption that teachers 
would follow the course sylla- 
bus rigidly. 


IN THE FALL of 1954, with- 
out approval of the school board, 
the latter two outlines were in- 
troduced. in the 11 schools as a 
pilot ‘study.

Shortly after the introduction 
of these courses in the schools, 
the council received numerous 
complaints from parents who 
expressed concern at what was 
being taught and at the misin- 
formation about the Jewish re- 
ligion presented in the classes by 
teachers and pupils. The council 
learned of many cases where 
teachers, in order to make the 
courses more interesting, ex- 
panded on the material, result- 
ing in courses in the doctrinal 
beliefs of different religious 
groups. 


IN ONE OF the newspapers, 
a principal boasted about the 
fact that teachers “‘had enlarged 
on the syllabus.” Complaints to 
the council office indicated that 
teaching about religion had tak- 
en place in a junior high school 
health class and in another in- 
stance pupils were asked to 
bring copies of the New Testa- 
ment to school for study. 

“It seems that he _ sangtion 
for these courses !n moral and 
spiritual values motivated 
teachers to bring religious study 
into the school whenever and 
wherever they could wheth- 
er or not it was relevant,” 
the council reported. “In this way 
courses set up to teach about 
the role of religion ended in 
teaching religious beliefs and 
dogma, and in the process, in- 
cidentally, imparted much mis- 
information.” 


THESE INCIDENTS, which 
were not isolated but were more 
likely typical, confirmed the 
fears of the council that a pro- 
gram to teach the value of re- 
ligion in the public schools would 
almost inevitably end up in the 
teaching of religious beliefs and 
sharply weaken the principle of 
the separation of church and 
state The council felt too that 
teaching about religion required 
training and skill of. a nature 
that teachers. could not be ex- 
pected to have. It was felt that 
teachers could not teach these 
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shipment, mass production and distribution.

Stays Bearish On Bigotry

NEW YORK 


When Vice-President Richard Nixon flew to New York from Washington to present Joseph 
Lederer with the 1954 George Washington Carver award for “outstanding contributions to the bet- 
terment of race relations and human welfare,” Lederer was the first person of Jewish faith to be 
so honored. Among recipients in previous years were Eleanor Roosevelt, Charles E. Wilson, Jackie 


Robinson and Joe Louis. 

A stocky, athletic-looking bach- 
elor of 47, Joseph Lederer is an 
investment broker by profession, 
with offices overlooking the 
toughest thoroughfare in the 
world—Wall Street. Away from 
the ticker tape, he is musician, 
,philanthropist and—Judo expert! 

Sitting behind his desk in an 
air-cooled office, his low-keyed 
voice reflected nene of the ten- 
sion asociated with a hectic brok- 
jerage office. He prefered speak- 
ing of his avocation—music, rath- 
er than the achievements whic 
bbrought about the award— 
sending countles Negro boys 
through college 

FOR MANY YEARS now, he 
has devoted every Sunday eve- 
ning to playing first violin with 
a professional trio at his home. 
There is ample room in his ram- 
bling Brooklyn house for friends 
to gather and listen to good mu- 
sic; “However,” he laughed, “they 
often take the chance of being 
a captive audience for one of 
my own compositions.” 

Joseph Lederer was born not 
far from the home he now oc- 
cupies, the son of a Yiddish writ- 
er, Solomon Lederer, who had 
escaped the Polish ghetto at the 
beginning of the century. While 
a student at Brooklyn schools, 
and then at New York Univer- 
sity, he had acquired a city-wide 
reputation as an outstanding 
athlete. 

Throughout his childhood, he 





remembered that his father had 
fought bigotry no matter where 
it reared its head, not only with 
his pen, but in daily living. “That 
the world does not belong to the 
privileged few” was the theme 
of much of his writing. 
HOWEVER, IT WAS not. until 
World War II, when Joseph en- 
tered the Navy as gn officer su- 
pervising physical training, did 
he come face to face with what 
his father called the “Ghetto 
principle.” At the Sheepshead 
Bay Training Center where he 
was stationed, it took the ugly

mongering weekly picture mag- 
azine known as HaOlam Hazeh, 
which also publishes an English 
translation version under the 
name of Front Page, for weeks 
on end dragged the sewers of 
Haifa for all the muck and filth 
which it could find to throw 
at Haifa’s mayor. There has 
never been any governmental 
administration of any size which 
has ever been simon-pure and 
utterly free of stain. The edi- 
tors of HaOlam Hazeh snouted 
around in the garbage heaps un- 
til they found any remnants of 
irregularities, and these were 
then emblazoned across its 
pages in guter language which 
shamed all decent readers. Week 
after week the deadly assault 
continued, apparently on the 
basis of a famous principle that 
even lies, if repeated often 
enough, will soon be believed. 

Nothing that Abba Hushi did 
was free of criticism. He was 
accused of personal mishan- 
dling of city funds, and the im- 
pression was left that he was 
lining his pockets at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayer. Those 
who knew of the modest apart- 
ment in which he lived in a 
congested residential area, 
smiled grimly. 

The fact that he had made 
Haifa a center of art and mu- 
sic and festivals; that he had 
transformed asphalt pavements 
and rocky dumps into parks and 
gardens and groves; the fact 
that Haifa’s streets are clean 
and safe; that the municipal 
budget shows a surplus and that 
an inherited deficit is being 
wiped  out—all were brushed 
aside. The campaign was one 
of personal smear against the 
mayor, and there can be no 
doubt that it left its sting and 
its barbs in the skin and heart 
of Abba Hushi. 


THE VOTERS HAD the last 
say, and when the ballots were 
counted, it was revealed that 
the Mapai led by Abba Hushi, 
had piled up a larger percentage 
than in any other major city 
in the country, and ran _ sub- 
stantially ahead of the Ben- 
Gurion slate in the same city. 

Abba Hushi’s success on his 
home grounds will give Mapai’s 
national leaders cause for 
thought. The rapid rise to pop- 
ularity of Haifa’s mayor has 
been watched with some con- 
cern by the veteran political 
leaders, who feared that the 
former Haifa labor leader would 
not always be amenable to 
strict party discipline. One of 
the party’s mavericks, Eliezer 
Livneh, was this year omitted 
from the Mapai list as “unreli- 
able,” though he was undoubt- 
edly one of the leading thinkers 
and intellectuals of Mapai. Abba 
Hushi is not of the same type, 
but he had always been care- 
fully eliminated from  consid- 
eration on national grounds. 
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But when Hushi can survive 
the battering campaign to which 
he had been subjected and then 
poll more votes than Ben Gur- 
ion—the time has come to con- 
sider him potential timber for

About 20 years ago my friend 
Adolphe Gourevitch started a 
magazine in Paris—in French, of 
course,—named Shem, in which 
he tried to lay clatm for the 
Jews to the glory that was Phoe- 
nicia, 

That’s the genera] idea as I 
understand it. Whereas the Jews 
and the Phoenicians in Biblical 
times spoke the same language 
and used the same alphabet, and 
whereas, it is clear from the 
Bible, some Israelite tribes 
(such as Lebulun) engaged in 
joint maritime ventures with the 
Phoenicians, and whereas, as the 
Scriptures tell us, King David 
and King Solomon of Judea were 
bosom pals of King Hiram of 
Tyre, Tyre being the chief city 
state of the Phoenicians, and 
furthermore, whereas the said 
King Hiram actually  collabo- 
rated (for a price) in the build- 
ing of Solomon’s Temple in Je- 
rusalem, shipping (in Phoenician 
boats) lumber from the Cedars 
of Lebanon and _ experienced 
craftsmen, and whereas, as it dis- 
tinctly appears from the Bible, 
many Jews in ancient times wor- 
shipped the Phoenician gods— 
the Baal and the Astarte, thus 
invoking the wrath of the nar- 
row-minded prophets like Elijah 
and the rest of them, and where. 
as the Phoenician Princess Jeze- 
bel, much maligned by the 
Prophets and the editors of the 


Bible, was the worthy consort of’ 


the great King Thab of Samaria 
in Israel, therefore be it resolved 
that the Jews and the Phoeni- 
cians were one people and that 
the Jews on returning to their 
ancestral homeland should re-es- 
tablish close contact with the lo- 
cal descendants of the ancient 
Phoenicians between the East- 
ern shore of the Mediterranean 
and the River Euphrates and 
seek to re-cfeate the one He- 
brew-speaking nation of the 
Land of the Euphrates, and “the 
ancient gods and goddesses of 
the Hebrew-Phoenician nation 
be given a place of honor in the 
national pantheon.

And Hannibal 
spoke Hebrew, and his name 
had the appendage Baal, But the 
Jerusalem Canaanites or the Tel- 
Aviv ones, I don’t know which, 
that Hannibal was a Carthage. 
nian, a descendant of Phoenician 
colonists in what is today Tuni- 
sia in North Africa, not a gen- 
uine denizen of the Land of the 
Euphrates. Nationality, they 
argue (like the American Coun- 
cil of Judaism) is purely a mat- 
ter of geography. Hannibal was 
no more a Phoenician than 
George Washington was an En- 
glishman. 


SO WHAT ARE you going 
to do about it? Personally, I just 
laugh about the whole business, 
I think it is funny.*I like too see 
young people get an occassional 
crazy idea like that. Provided it 
does not go too far, of which, I 
am convinced there is not the 
slightest danger. I used to enjoy 
reading the Canaanite publica- 
tion Aleph because it was writ- 
ten in refreshingly good He- 
brew and because it contained 
some pretty apt criticism of ex- 
isting institutions and _ habits, 
But I laughed about the idea of 
the Land of the Euphrates, 

I won’t say I shan’t~ have 
any part of it. I am willing to 
share in the glory of the inven- 
tion of the alphabet and of scales 
and measures and dyes. General 
Zionists like to share in the 
Phoenician glory and developing 
trade and commerce. But Mapai 
holds that the glory of ancient 
Israel is in its peasantry as 
distinct from the Canaanites 
who were the peddlers (in He 
brew Canaanite is often used for 
a trader). And, like Gourevitch, 
I am not ready to give up Han- 
nibal. Neither was the great He 
brew poet, Tchernikhovsky.

MY COMMENTS, then, to the 
young man who is trying to get 
his mother to accept his mar- 
riage to a non-Jewess who is 
converting to Judaism can be 
only some general observations 
rather than a specific solution to 
his problem.

RECENTLY I GOT into a cab 
at the Congress hotel in Chicago 
for the airpert, because the lim- 
ousine just passed us by, as casu- 
ally as you please, Piling into 
the cab with me was another 
passenger, who, if he will par- 
don me, looked like a Southern 
yokel.

RABBI ISSERMAN CORRECTS 
POST ON REFORM IN ISRAEL 


@ Editor, Jewish Post: 

As the newly-elected American 
director of the World Union for 
Progresive Judaism, and _ the 
chairman of the American Com- 
mittee of the World Union, I 
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should like to correct for the 


Jewish Post and its readers the 
erroneous statement about Rab- 
bi Glueck which appeared in the 
July 29, 1955, issue of the Post, 
and which totally misrepresented 
his plan in Israel, 


Dr. Nelson Glueck is the presi- 
dent of the Hebrew Union Col- 
lege—Jewish Institute of Reli- 
gion in Cincinnati and New York. 
Months ago he announced that 
the Hebrew Union College—Jew 
ish Institute of Religion had 
made arrangements with the 
Israeli government for the es- 
tablishment of a school for grad- 
uate studies in Jerusalem, The 
purpose of the school is to en- 
courage studies among students 
and alumni of the College-Insti- 
tute and other interested stu- 
dents. To facilitate its work, the 
Israeli government granted land 
to the Hebrew Union College— 
Jewish Institute of Religion, and 
Dr. Glueck is now engaged in an 
effort to raise the $0.5 million 
necesssary to erect the required 
buildings. 

In conjunction with this grad- 
uate school, there will be a chap- 
el for the use of students and 
faculty, just as there are chapels 
both in the schools in Cincin- 
nati and New York. Neither the 
New York nor the Cincinnati 
schools have organized congre- 
gations to worship in their chap- 
els, nor is it the intention of Dr.

A NEW DEPARTURE 


The study which the Large Cities 
Budgeting Conference of the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds 
has recommended (JP, Aug. 19, ’55), and 
which no doubt will be approved at the 
forthcoming general assembly of the 
CJFWF will probably not arouse any 
excitement in the U. S. Jewish com- 
munity. 

Yet this-survey can be as important 
as any ever undertaken by the Jewish 
group.

In other words, the Jew knew al] 
about Jewish suffering, and he knew :

Jewish giving, which is rarely pleasur. 
able. 

But that which in Jewish life could 
make Jewish living enjoyable — Jewish 
music, Jewish arts, yes, Jewish learning 
rarely impinged on the daily life of the 
modern Jew. :

A Post survey of national headquarters of various Jewish 
groups found few who had reports of serious damage. Worst hit 


were Jewish camps, many of 
which evacuated their campers. 
However, only minor damage 
from power failures and inun- 
dation were reported. 


Camp Masad Aleph, Tanners- 
ville, Pa. run by the Histadrut 
Ivrit (Hebrew Culture Federa- 
tion), was without electricity or 
Phone connections for three 
days, but major damage oc- 
curred when a dam on the prop- 
erty gave way anl washed out 
the camp’s lake. Damages were 
estimated by eye witnesses to 
run over $25,000. 


CAMP MASAD BETH, Ding- 
man’s Ferry, Pa, run by the 
same organization, was isolated 
for two days and had food flown 
into it by helicopters. Two peo- 
ple were flown out of the camp 
by the same method to report 
on conditions to the camp’s di- 
rector. Shlomo Schulzinger at 
Masad Aleph.

New York Post 
Hit by Yiddish 
Daily Papers 


NEW YORK (WNS)—A reso- 
lution condemning the New York 
Post for seeking “to undermine 
the good name of the Yiddish 
Press” through “unethical” ad- 
vertising solicitation methods 
was adopted here by the Jewish 
Writers Union following similar 
protests by the Jewish Daily 


#| Forward and the Jewish Day. 


Fhe controversy arose over a 


iicircular by the Posts’ advertis- 


ing department allegedly seek- 
ing to gain advertising customers 
at the expense of the Jewish 
press. The writers union termed 
the circular “unethical” and a 
“misrepresentation.” It accused 
the New York Post of “hiding 
the truth” when it failed to men- 
tion that it reaches some but 
not all Jewish readers while the 
Jewish press is read entirely by 
Jews. 

The cirgular was denounced 
editorially by the Jewish Day- 
Morning Journal, which = cau- 
tioned the New York Post that 
it was in error if it thought it 
will or can inherit the Yiddish 
press’ business. The Jewish 
Daily Forward, in a letter to the 
Post, called the circular “mis- 
leading” and of “a much lower 
plane than the methods used in 
ordinary business practices,”
